State  of  New  Hampshire 


To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bath  qualified  to 
vote  in  town  affairs.  You  are  notified  to  meet  at  the 
Town  Hall  in  Bath  on  Tuesday,  March  9,  1965,  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  sub- 
jects : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman 
for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds  for 
three  years,  one  Library  Trustee  for  three  years?  a 
Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  a  Highway  Agent,  and  all  other 
necessary  officers  and  agents  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  officers  and  agents 
heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Town  Officers'  salaries 
and  expenses,  for  repairs,  maintenance  and  construc- 
tion of  highways  and  bridges,  for  the  support  of  the 
poor,  for  the  support  of  the  library,  for  old  age  assist- 
ance, for  the  protection  of  the  public,  and  all  other  ne- 
cessary town  charges  and  expenses  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept 
State  aid  for  the  construction  of  Class  5  roads  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside  the  sum  of  $752.51 
and  the  state  will  contribute  $5,016.72  for  the  same.

The  infants  and  preschool  children  of  Bath 
were  invited  to  attend  these  clinics.  They  are  held  each 
year  to  teach  the  value  of  yearly  physical  checkup  and 
to  immunize  the  children  against  these  diseases. 

Home  visits  were  made  by  the  state  public  health 
nurse  to  infants,  preschool  children  and  adults  for 
physical  and  mental  problems,  health  education  in  sick- 
ness prevention  and  rehabilitation.  "WHO"  defines 
Public  Health  as  "A  state  of  complete  physical,  mental 
and  social  well  being  and  not  merely  the  absence  of 
disease  or  infirmity."

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  1964  forest  fire  season  surpassed  the  record  year 
of  1963  in  both  length  and  severity.  For  the  second  suc- 
cessive year,  we  experienced  a  rainfall  deficiency  of 
more  than  ten  inches  and  the  compounding  of  such 
drought  conditions,  together  with  the  many  days  of 
strong,  dry  winds,  characterized  1964  as  one  of  the  most 
hazardous  years  in  the  past  half  century.  Although  our 
fire  season  was  three  weeks  longer  than  that  of  1963,  the 
number  of  fires  showed  only  a  slight  increase  and  more 
remarkable  was  the  fact  that  the  area  burned  dropped 
from  2280  acres  in  1963  to  900  acres  in  1964.  Early 
detection  and  rapid  response  kept  many  potential  fire 
disasters  from  becoming  reality.  We  all  owe  a  debt  of 
gratitude  to  the  men  in  this  community  who  responded 
and  fought  our  fires  so  efficiently.  Our  state  is  now  86% 
wooded  and  its  economy — both  industrial  and  recrea- 
tional— is  greatly  dependent  on  this  forest  resource. 
The  responsibility  for  adequate  fire  protection  of  this 
great  area — 4,350,000  acres — is  everyone's  responsibi- 
lity and  prevention  is  one  of  our  most  effective  tools. 

Prevention  is  good  common  sense. 

1.  Take  your  rubbish  to  the  town  dump.  If  you  must 
burn,  obtain  a  permit  and  watch  your  fire  until  it  is 
dead  out. 

2.  Instruct  your  children  in  fire  safety.  Keep  match- 
es from  young  children.  Explain  to  them  the  dangers  of 
lighting  matches  and  making  outdoor  fires. 

3.  Be  sure  discarded  smoking  material  and  matches 
are  out. 

A  major  portion  of  our  preventable  fires  this  year  are 
chargeable  to  three  causes:  (1)  permit  fires  allowed  to 
escape;   (2)   children  playing  with  matches;  and   (3) 
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smokers.  Let's  be  mindful  of  the  fact  that  all  such  fires 
endanger  property  and  lives. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  very  fine  cooperation 
during  the  past  fire  season  and  with  your  continued  coop- 
eration we  are  confident  that  we  can  improve  our  fire 
record  in  1965.

It  would  seem  appropriate  that  the  thesis  for  a  con- 
cluding report,  as  your  superintendent  of  schools,  be 
"A  Summary  of  the  Profile  of  the  Superintendency." 

In  this  1964-1965  school  year,  schools  are  "at  the 
center  of  the  vital  currents  of  community  life."  They 
are  touched  by  forces  operating  throughout  the  nation. 
They  must  move  along  through  time  adding  new  ideas 
and  discarding  obsolete  practices  in  order  to  keep  in 
tune  with  the  attitudes,  beliefs,  activities,  and  hopes  of 
the  American  people.  As  America  changed  from  a  poli- 
tical experiment  in  a  remote  world  frontier  to  the  most 
powerful  industrial  nation  in  the  world,  the  school 
changed,  too.  The  demands  upon  the  school  changed, 
the  school's  methods  changed,  the  number  and  types  of 
its  pupils  changed — only  those  vital  elements  which 
withstood  the  test  of  growth  have  survived.  As  a  whole, 
the  school  has  become  a  more  comprehensive,  an  in- 
creasingly effective,  and  a  clearly  essential  social  insti- 
tution. 

It  is  clear  now  that  many  of  the  stereotypes  of  super- 
intendents are  not  true,  that  the  cliches  do  not  hold  up 
when  the  fact  are  known.  Much  of  what  has  been  dis- 
covered should  be  reassuring  to  the  people  of  America. 

The  school  administrator  of  today  has  far  more  prep- 
aration for  his  job  than  did  the  school  administrator  of 
30  or  40  years  ago.  His  undergraduate  schooling  is  of 
better  quality  and  has  greater  depth  of  scholarship. 
Possibly  of  still  greater  significance — he  can  be  charac- 
terized as  being  on  the  march  with  a  courageous  deter- 
mination to  lift  the  profession  of  school  administration 
to  a  status  consistent  with  its  responsibilities  and  pro- 
fessional complexities. 

The  operation  of  a  modern  school  system  is  a  complex 
and  intricate  endeavor.  "The  truly  successful  superin- 
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tendent  serves  as  the  quarterback  of  a  staff  team. 
Sometimes  he  runs  with  the  ball ;  sometimes  he  blocks 
for  others ;  at  other  times  he  may  be  a  line  backer  or  a 
lone  safety.  Of  course,  the  superintendent's  signals  are 
called  in  huddle  where  his  colleagues  may  question  his 
judgment  or  he  can  seek  advice  before  the  new  play 
gets  underway." 

We  think  often  of  the  necessity  of  education.  But,  too 
often,  we  fail  to  give  attention  to  the  importance  of  edu- 
cation. It  has  often  been  said  that  "education  is  the 
ultimate  weapon  of  freedom."  If  our  system  of  un- 
fettered education  were  installed  in  Russia,  communist 
rule  could  not  survive.  We  are  in  a  great,  long-range 
struggle  to  determine  whether  our  free  society  shall 
survive.  In  this  struggle,  the  basic  source  of  our 
strength  lies  in  the  education  of  our  people. 

We  must  provide  not  only  more  education  for  more 
children ;  we  must  be  sure  to  identify  early  and  guide 
the  special  talents  of  each  child,  so  that  each  may  make 
the  most  of  his  or  her  abilities,  whatever  these  may  be, 
both  for  individual  achievement  and  for  the  progress 
of  our  society. 

The  responsibility  for  advancing  and  improving  our 
educational  system  falls  heavily  upon  the  administra- 
tor, but  it  also  falls  upon  every  citizen. 

In  helping  our  citizens  to  appreciate  this  responsi- 
bility, our  schools  might  well  consider  teaching  the 
subject  of  education  to  our  children,  as  a  part  of  their 
basic  course  of  study. 

However  long  the  path  may  be — whatever  the  ten- 
sions of  the  day  and  hour — we  shall  remain  confident 
and  strong  if  we  cherish  knowledge  as  both  a  blessing 
and  as  the  ultimate  weapon  of  free  men. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  again  the  pleasure  I 
have  enjoyed  in  the  challenges  which  have  been  ex- 
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prienced   in   endeavoring   to   improve   the   educational 
systems  in  this  supervisory  union. 

I  do  wish  at  this  time  to  pay  special  tribute  to  the 
loyal  members  of  the  school  board  with  whom  I  have 
been  privileged  to  work,  from  the  first  members; 
George  C.  Minot,  Mrs.  Ellen  Chase,  and  the  late  Burns. 
Bedell,  of  the  dissolved  Bath  Union  board ;  and  the  late 
Erville  Stimson,  Mrs.  Ethel  Foster,  and  Mrs.  Madeline 
Whitcomb  of  the  Bath  Town  Board ;  to,  and  including, 
your  present  board  members. 

I  hope,  for  my  successor,  the  continued  interest  and 
support  of  the  board  members ;  the  loyalty  and  coopera- 
tion of  the  teachers,  each  of  whom  has  made  my  ad- 
ministration a  pleasant  task. 

The  school,  as  a  community  institution,  is  more  than 
a  matter  of  organization  and  financing,  or  a  collection  of 
buildings,  teachers,  and  pupils.  Its  place  in  the  commu- 
nity is  that  which  all  the  people,  including  its  own  lead- 
ership, conceive  it  to  be.  It  should  be  an  integral  part  of 
all  community  activity.

Program  of  the  White  Mountains  Region  Association 

1964 

The  White  Mountains  Region  Association  this  year  has  published 
and  distributed  136,000  promotional  folders  and  cooperated  with  the 
five  other  Region  Associations  in  publishing  400,000  copies  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Accommodations  Booklet. 

We  received  a  total  of  7,500  individual  inquiries  about  the  Region 
which  were  answered  with  a  package  of  folders  and  with  personal 
letters.  Because  we  are  closely  associated  with  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  promotional  effort,  we  receive  in  our  office  inquiries 
which  are  generated  by  the  State.  The  Region  Association's  address 
is  listed  on  one  and  one-half  million  individual  pieces  of  literature 
published  by  the  State. 

In  addition  to  maintaining  an  active  and  effective  mailing  office, 
the  Association  has  encouraged  and  promoted  many  important 
developmental  projects  for  the  region.  Such  projects  include  Northern 
Ventures,  a  venture  capital  corporation  to  assist  people  who  have 
ideas  for  industry;  Temple  Monorail  System  at  Twin  Mountain;  the 
Kilkenny  project  in  Lancaster;  Mt.  Agassiz  Development  in  Bethle- 
hem and  Big  Bear  Ski  area  at  Bartlett. 

Through  our  Industrial  Council  we  have  changed  the  emphasis  of 
industrial  development  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  so  that  it  in- 
cludes the  northern  three  countries  and  also  encourages  a  "do  it 
yourself"  attitude  with  industrial  development  groups. 

Last  year  we  assisted  in  promoting  an  appropriation  of  $65,000 
for  the  construction  of  the  Whitefield  Regional  Airport  and  went  on 
record  opposing  the  Livermore  Falls  Dam  in  the  Pemigewasset 
Valley. 

Presently  we  are  planning  to  establish  an  active  Historical  Sites 
Committee  which  will  encourage  the  development  of  major  historical 
sites  in  the  region,  an  asset  which  we  have  which  has  not  been 
developed  to  its  full  potential. 

The  work  of  the  Association  is  continually  hampered  by  a  lack 
of  adequate  funds.  In  order  to  do  the  work  necessary  to  raise  our 
economy,  the  full  support  of  all  towns  in  the  region  is  needed.

During  the  past  year  the  library  has  been  the  recipient  of  three 
fine  sets  of  new  reference  books  of  special  interest  and  value  to  the 
graded  school  pupils;  a  fourth  set  particularly  for  the  needs  of  the 
high  school  students  has  been  purchased.  Many  books  and  periodi- 
cals have  been  given.  For  all  these  we  are  most  grateful,  since  they 
help  to  meet  the  increasing  number  of  requests  for  current  reference 
material.  As  always,  the  state  library  and  the  bookmobile  supple- 
ment our  resources. 

The  library  held  its  annual  Open  House  in  October  and  was  host 
to  the  district  meeting  of  the  book-buying  cooperative  in  the  fall. 
Our  library  has  been  represented  at  nearly  every  meeting,  both  in 
this  area  and  in  Concord,  led  by  the  state  library  consultants. 

Mrs.  Reed,  assisted  by  Linda  Lamarre,  conducted  a  weekly 
Story  Hour  for  the  young  children  in  July  and  August.  Several 
worthwhile  exhibits  have  been  arranged:  foreign  dolls,  part  of  the 
U.S.  Navy  fleet  in  miniature  done  to  scale,  knots,  shells  from  the 
Florida  coast,  and  several  others.  These  have  aroused  interest  in 
reading  books  on  these  subjects.
